Stanley, addressing the National 
Defense Society, lashed out at those 
who call this, “in language culled 
from the ringside, a phony war.” 

Calls From “Ringside.” 

This is a phrase, said the War 
Minister, used by people who, after 
a good dinner, sit down and urge 
two fighters to tear each other to 
pieces. 

His statement that “a nation 
which ignores the rights of neu-

In St. Louis, Flies Straight Up in Test 


for a foreign government. 


First Interceptor Off Pro- 
duction Line Rises Mile a 
Minute—Being Made for 
Undisclosed Foreign 


Government. 


The world’s fastest climbing air- 
plane is being produced for the first 


time at the Curtiss-Wright plant, 


Lambert-St. Louis Field, for an un- 
disclosed foreign government. 
Test flights of the first plane off 


the production line, made yester- 
day, demonstrated that the rate of 
climb is more than a mile a min- 
ute, C. W. France, general manager 
of the St. Louis division of Curtiss- 
Wright, said. The plane fairly 
leaped off the ground after a short 
run and the test pilot reported later 
he flew vertically during part of 
the test. 
France said the performance “def- 
initely classifies the plane as the 
fastest climbing type in the United 
States as well as the fastest climb- 
ing airplane in the world, to our 
knowledge.” Designed to fight in- 
vading bombers, the plane is called 
the “Interceptor,” and is a develop- 
ment of an experimental plane built 
at the local plant more than a year 
ago. 
More Effective Than Guns. 
“This type of plane is much more 
effective than anti-aircraft  bat- 
teries in combating high-flying 
enemy bombers because of its mo- 
bility and the rapidity with which 
it may be directed against an at- 
tack,” France said.

HOPE & CO. AGREES 
TO S Eb REVOCATION 


Firm Accused of “Bucketing” 
Orders to Give Up Broker- 
Dealer Registration. 


The over-the-counter brokerage 
firm, Hope & Co., with offices in 
the Boatmen’s Bank Building, has 
agreed to revocation of its broker- 
dealer registration by the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission, it 
was announced yesterday at the 
commission’s regional office at Chi- 


cago. 
The SEC announcement said the 
firm, operated by G. Alex Hope, 
had admitted it had bucketed“ 
orders and juggled sales and pur- 
chase prices, as charged by the 


commission. 

A. L. Hoffman, commission at- 
torney, said the revocation order, 
which would prohibit the firm from 
using the mails and interstate com- 
merce in its business, would be 
filed in Washington, probably with- 
in a week. 

The commission, on March 5, had 
ordered the firm to show cause why 
its registration should not be re- 
voked or suspended. At that time, 
the SEC declared it had reason to 
believe that Hope had obtained 
“secret profits“ during 1938 and 
1939 by false representations to cus- 
tomers concerning the buying and 
selling price of securities. 

The firm, organized in 1932, had 
been registered with the SEC as 
an over-the-counter dealer since 
1935. The company is not a mem- 
ber of any stock exchange. Accord- 
ing to the directory of the National 
Security Traders’ Association, the 
company dealt in railroad, munici- 
pal, real estate and investment 
trust. issues. 

Hope, who resides at 6300 Water- 
man avenue, declined to comment.

A public hearing on the proposed 
new smoke ordinance will be held 


at 2 o’clock next Tuesday after- 
noon in the office of the Board of 
Public Service in City Hall, it was 
decided today when the bill received 
its second reading at a special 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen. 

The time of the public hearing 
was announced by Alderman Hu- 
bert A. Hoeflinger, chairman of the 
Commtitee on Public Safety, to 
which the bill was referred today. 

After the bill had been read and 
referred to committee, the board 
adjourned until March 29. No reg- 
ular meeting will be held this week | 
— the date for it is Good Fri- 

y. 

The time limit for passage of the 
bill at this session of the Aldermen 
is April 8, end of the city's fiscal 
year. The measure carries an 
emergency clause which would 
make it effective as soon as it is 
passed by the board and signed 
by Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann. 

As approved by the municipal 
Smoke Elimination Committee 
after three months’ work, the new 
measure is a series of amendments 
to the existing smoke ordinance. 
It regulates sale and use of fuel 
and equipment, on the principle 
laid down by the committee in its 
report Feb. 24—that those burning 
a high volatile fuel, that is, Illinois 
soft coal, must employ mechanical 
equipment to render it smokeless, 
and that all others must use smoxe- 
less fuel. It provides also, in case 
of an emergency, for the sale and 
distribution of smokeless fuel by 
the city, through the Division of 
Smoke Regulation.

| Four Danish towns suffered from 
the bombing, the Exchange Tele- 
graph Agency reported, but the 
only damage was to windows. 

As the smashing raid got well 
under way, Prime Minister Cham- 
berlain announced the action, which 
was Britain’s most spectacular use 
of its air armada in the 200 days 
of war. 

A series of terse communiques 
from the Air Ministry related the 
progress and conclusion of the raid, 
conducted across 350 miles of the 
North Sea. 

“Tonight the Royal Air Force at- 
tacked and severely damaged the 
German air base at Hornum, on the 
island of Sylt,” said the first com- 
munique. 

“This is one of the shore bases 
from which aircraft operate against 
our naval forces and merchant 
shipping. This action follows the 
attack upon our shore bases in the 
Orkneys.” 

At 8 o’clock this morning a com- 
munique stated: 

“Attacks made on Hornum last 
night were spread over a period of 
about seven hours. All our aircraft 
have returned safely with the ex- 
ception of one which is overdue and 
must be presumed to have been 
lost. 

“Information now available shows 
that damage reported earlier is

‘Accurate Bombing.’ 


British flyers coming back home 
early this morning said they had 
done some “accurate bombing.” 

They said the fires started by the 
first bombs guided the rest of the 
raiders to the. objective. Bright 
moonlight and the cloud-flecked 
skies were of great aid, they said. 

A distinctive feature of the at- 
tack was that the bombers droned 
over one or two at a time in a con- 
tinual stream, “flying at medium al- 
titude,” reliable sources said. 

They declared there was only one 
defending German pursuit plane, 
“which was beaten off by the rear 
gunner of the first bomber it at- 
tacked,” — 

Hornum, however, was well pro- 
tected with anti-aircraft guns, 
larger than Britain’s 3.7-inch cannon 
which have an effective range of 
25,000 feet. Strength of these bat- 
teries dictated the one-and-two-at-a- 
time assault tactivs. 

Informed sources, disagreeing 
with Danish witnesses, said also 
that the attack could not be called 
“dive bombing.” 

British news agency reports said 
the Hindenburg Dam connecting 
Sylt with the mainland was bombed; 
that one British plane was shot 
down on the north coast of Sylt. 
The dam was reported hit in a 
previous British raid. 

The raid was being carried out 
even as Lord Strabogli argued in 
the House of Lords that the Scapa 
Flow bombing “removed the ob- 
stacles to our bombing of German 
supply and naval bases.” 

Lord Halifax, the foreign secre- 
tary, said he could not disagree as 
to the “very legitimate conse- 
quences” of the Scapa Flow attack.

Where Money Will Come From. 


Gov. Stark said, in response to a 
question as to where the money 
would come from, that the rev- 
enue situation was being checked 
now.

WPA Roll to Be Cut; 4000 on Wait- 
ing List. 

The relief problem in St. Louis,

Uusi Suomi reminded Finland 
that the moving Karelians are not 
immigrants but an integral and 
privileged part of the nation who 


lost their homes to help save — 

“Payment of the national debt 8 
the Karelians is Finland's first 
duty, just as important as continued 
defense,” the paper declared. 

From every part, including Lap- 
land, volunteers joined the work 
of moving the population, aided by 
all automobiles which the army 
could spare. Finns said there was 
insufficient time to remove all 
foodstuffs so that much valuable 
property was being left —s in 
ceded territory.

Meliy Other Senckere Could 
Have Saved 3 Cents Each 


It’s too late now, but a goodly 
number of St. Louisans could have 
saved a few pennies last week had 
they remembered to deduct the 
city’s cigarette tax from their State 
income tax returns. 

Deduction of the tax was not al- 
lowed by the Federal authorities, 
but the State had no rule against 


it. Edmond J. Fitzgibbon, Chief 
Deputy City Assessor, estimated 
that about 500 of the 60,000 
persons who filed State returns at 
City Hall had taken off the tax. 

In most cases, he pointed out, tt 
amounted to the magnificent saving 
of 3cents, The tax went into effect 
last summer, allowing about 150 
taxed days. At a package a day, 
the 2 cents tax would have amount- 
ed to $3 for the half year. Since 
most returns fall in the bracket 
where the State tax is 1 per cent, 
the actual saving was 3 cents. 

The Federal Government consid- 
ers the tax an excise or occupation- 
al tax, and therefore not deductible, 
in the same way that the present 
Federal tax on cigarettes is not 
deductible, The State considers it 
a sales tax.

WASHINGTON, March 20,—While 
still leaving the third term issue 
in doubt, President Roosevelt took 
unusual measures at his press con- 
ference late yesterday to deny as 
entirely false a friendly columnist’s 
publication of a purported White 
House conversation in which the 
President was quoted as favoring 
Secretary of State Hull as his suc- 
cessor and rejecting Postmaster- 
General Farley as a possible vice- 
presidential nominee on the same 
ticket because people would say 
“we are using Cordell Hull as a 
stalking horse for the Pope.” 

The President was commenting 
on a column by Ernest K. Lindley 
appearing in the Washington Post 
on March 4, in which Lindley 
quoted an alleged conversation be- 
tween the President and an elderly 
Democratic stalwart who had the 
temerity to ask Roosevelt point- 
blank whether he would seek a 
third term, and if not, whom he fa- 
vored as his successor. The Presi- 
dent was quoted as having selected 
Hull for President and as naming 
Attorney-General Jackson, Federal 
Security Administrator McNutt and 
Senator Wheeler of Montana as pos- 
sible running mates, 

Close Friend of President. 

The column attracted extraordi- 
nary attention among politicians 
and political writers because Lind- 
ley is a close friend of the Presi- 
dent, is the author of three books 
about him and is a member of the 
board of trustees of the Roosevelt 
Memorial Library at Hyde Park. 

At the first press conference 
after publication of the column, the 
President declined to comment, ex- 
plaining that he had not read it. 
Many politicians and some writers, 
knowing Lindley's connections 
with the White House, took this as 
tacit confirmation of the story, 
which included these paragraphs 
attributed directly to the Presi- 
dent: 

“You know how fond I am of 
Jim Farley. He is a wonderful 
fellow. He's done a great job for 
the Democratic party. I don't 
know of anyone more deserving of 
recognition by the party. And he 
has done more for me politically 
than any other living person, not 
even excepting my wife. But—I'’ve 
been traveling about and talking 
to people from all over this coun- 
try for a good many years now. 
You know what a lot of people 
down your way would think and 
say if we nominated Jim for Vice- 
President. I know too because I’ve 
lived among them. They'd say we 
were using Cordell Hull as a stalk- 
ing horse for the Pope. 

“And lots of other people in 
other parts of the country would 
say the same thing. I’m afraid 
we'd stir up a lot of prejudices and 
emctions that would confuse the 
whole picture. We might even end 
up with another Al Smith debacle. 
Right? 

Praises Speech by Farley. 

In making his denial yesterday 
the President used a favorite de- 
vice. He had been asked to com- 
ment on Farley’s St. Patrick's day 
speech in which the Postmaster- 
General declared that religious and 
racial intolerance had, no place in 
politics, The President replied 
that Farley had made a perfectly 
grand speech, and then launched 
his attack against the columnists 
in general and Lindley in particu- 
lar. 

Since the last press conference, 
he said, he had read the Lindley 
column and was in a quandary. 
He explained that Lindley’s col- 
umn and that of -good old Mark 
Sullivan were in the respectable 
class in that they were usually 
only about 20 per cent wrong, 
whereas there were other colum- 
nists who were consistently 80 per 
cent wrong. He had made it a 
rule, he continued, not to comment 
on any column because if he start- 
ed the practice he vould have to 
hold daily press conferences and 
there would be continual rows be- 
tween’ himself and the columnists. 
Should he, he asked, differenti- 
ate between respectable columns 
and others which he did not care 
to characterize? To do so, he said, 
would create a class, so he had 
decided to continue his rule to 
comment only on straight news.

This does not mean that the 
Kremlin’s Red-starred divisions are 
invincible or that their various 
branches are well balanced or ex- 
ceptionally efficient. It does mean 
that the Red army has demonstrat- 
ed its striking power—at least 
against a small opponent—and also 
the fighting spirit of its best divi- 
sions and the excellent quality of 
much of its equipment. Moreover, 
in the course of this conflict, the 
Soviet command has shown a con- 
siderable capacity to learn by ex- 
perience and revise its tactics. 
There can be no question that the 
Russians’ forces which fought the 
last weeks of the war had improved 
notably over the divisions which 
first floundered across the Finn- 
ish frontiers.

Whether 50,000 troops, fully 
armed and ready to sail, besides many 
pieces of artillery and many planes — be- 
stowed by the Allies —were outweighed by 
our tardy and much debated $30,000,000, 
you may be the judge. 

Your implications against France and 
England are false. Your failure to state 
that the betrayal of Europe by the United 
States Senate in repudiating its repre- 
sentative’s signature to the Treaty of 
Versailles is the cause of the present 
war is dishonorable. 

The war had been fought in vain. 
D’Annunzio was the first to see it as he 
seized Fiume. Then by stages we have 
Hitler and Stalin, and may I mention 
the Pharisee, still lifting his eyes to 
heaven, and thanking that he is not as 
other nations? 

I believe the United States will stand 
and see the centuries pass. I pray it 
shall be so, but if so, she will see his- 
torians scourge her to the bone for this

THE SMOKE ORDINANCE. 

The first step in the transfer of St. Louis’ hopes 
for smokeless air by 1942 from blueprint to ac- 
tuality was taken in the City Hall yesterday when 
Alderman Hubert A. Hoeflinger introduced an ordi- 
nance based on the carefully worked-out recom- 
mendations of the Smoke Elimination Committee. 

The proposed ordinance would make it mandatory 
to use either special mechanical burning equipment 
or smokeless fuel within the city limits, Further, 
it authorizes the municipal distribution of such fuel 
in case of an emergency. Also, it would eliminate 
the railroads as a source of smoke and grime. 

The Dickmann administration deserves unstinted 
praise in placing these proposals before the Board of 
Aldermen without the least effort to water them 
down. If the ordinance, which has been drafted in 
the form of an amendment to the existing smoke 
regulations, is adopted, it will bring its own reward 
to those who have sponsored it. Unquestionably, it 
is the most important piece of municipal legisla- 
tion to be proposed in a half-century. It is im- 
possible to think of a greater boon to the com- 
munity, unless it was the purification of the munic- 
ipal water supply just after the turn of the century. 

Obviously, there must be an opportunity for full 
public discussion of a measure as important as this. 
After a second reading at a special session of the 
Board of Aldermen today, the measure will go to 
Alderman Hoeflinger’s Public Safety Committee. The 
Mayor has already signified his readiness to co-oper- 
ate with this group in arranging for a special hear- 
ing in the Municipal Auditorium so that all citizens 
who are interested may have the opportunity to 
attend. 

Beyond this, there should be little delay. The Ford 
committee’s report was published some weeks ago, 
and the Aldermen have had every opportunity to 
study it carefully. Therefore, both the Public Safety 
Committee and the board are in a position to take 
speedy and yet intelligent action. 

Certainly, at this time the enactment of the anti- 
smoke ordinance seems assured. The people of St. 
Louis are determined to make an end to the smoke 
blight, once and for all. Their determination has at- 
tracted national attention. The St. Louis plan—and 
the whole country already knows it as that—is be- 
ing studied in Louisville, Atlanta, Des Moines, Mem- 
phis and other cities. Even-in this early stage, it is 
one of the city’s major claims to fame. 

Obstructionists can find little of material moment 
to criticise in the ordinance. The committee’s broad 
and searching study, basis of the bill, gives assurance 
that the city is at last on the right track for getting 
rid of its No. 1 nuisance, the smoke evil. 
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DEAN LOEB ENLISTS. : 

It is good news to learn that Dr. Isidor Loeb, re- 
tiring as dean of Washington University’s School of 
Business and Public Administration, plans to devote 
his release from routine duties to outside interests, 
including civic affairs. Dean Loeb has been no ivory 
tower scholar. As a political scientist at the Univer- 
sity of Missouri and as professor of constitutional law 
at Washington University, he has tilled fields insep- 
arable from public issues. Just now he is one of 
three educators considering recommendations for 
Superintendent of Instruction in the public schools of 
St. Louis. 

Dean Loeb, using his talents and energy for com- 
munity purposes, will continue a valuable citizen. 
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WHEN TEETH WERE MANLY WEAPONS. 

Biting and scratching went out centuries ago as 
accepted forms of manly defense. The sporting 
thing for affairs of honor between individuals be- 
came the orderly fist fight, the ceremonial saber 
duel or pistols before breakfast. As between na- 
tions, the bayonet, the machine gun and the in- 
cendiary bomb became strictly regulation. All these 
may be more civilized than the cave man’s method, 
but they have brought on mankind the plague of 
toothache. At least that’s the theory expressed by 
a dental authority, Dr. Leon B. Kramer of Topeka, 
at a professional meeting in Baltimore. 

Dr. Kramer indicates that it wasn’t so much the 
introduction of cooked food, as some scientists hold, 
that started the cave man’s superb dental equipment 
on its decline. It was the invention of such effete 
weapons as the club and the stone hatchet, which 
made it no longer necessary for a warrior to wield 
a wicked pair of incisors in. order to prevail over 
his enemies. Along with gunpowder came the era 
of cavities, impacted wisdom teeth and bridgework. 
Nobody urged J. Henry Neanderthal to see his den- 
tist twice a year, for his fighting and masticating 
equipment was always in perfect order. The dental 
profession owes a monument to the anonymous pio- 
neer who first tore a limb from a tree and, keeping 
his teeth strictly to himself, sailed into battle. 
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All the Cardinal holdouts have surrendered but two

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AN ECCENTRIC DIPLOMAT. 

Americans may well ask themselves whether we 
are not fast approaching the stage in which we shall 
have lost all dignity in international affairs when a 
diplomat accredited to a foreign capital can express 
himself with such utter abandon as was exhibited by 
our Minister to Canada yesterday. 2 

Speaking at a joint meeting of two clubs in To- 
ronto, James H. R. Cromwell, our newly appointed 


Minister to Canada, entered into an unrestrained 


emotional harangue in favor of the Allied cause and 
in denunciation of Germany. 


Mr. Cromwell said that the “life, the liberty and 
the very safety” of neutrals is at stake in the Euro- 
pean war. The dispatch from Toronto went on: 

When a diplomat-citizen sees approaching a 
force which frankly seeks to destroy the institu- 
tions and the social and economic order upon 
which the Government of his nation is founded, 
it is his duty “to tell his fellow-citizens what he 
sees, Cromwell said. 

Then he dramatically added: Upon this interpre- 
tation of my duties as a diplomat, I am content to 
risk my official head.“ This cheap theatricalism is 
about what might be expected of a man who has 
achieved publicity through sponsoring eccentric eco- 
nomic ideas, such as “reverse interest,” and who has 
furthered his political ambitions by catering to Boss 
Hague of Jersey City,

NEGROES AND AUTI ILE INSURANCE. 
It will no doubt come as an astounding piece of 
news to many persons that Negroes cannot obtain 
public liability and property damage insurance ‘for 
themselves and others, „ 
They may drive pleasure cars, they may operate 
trucks and serve as chauffeurs, but they are general -

insurance from obtaining such protection. 

This is not only rank discrimination. It is a 
business policy which is not based on any realistic 
view of the incidénce and occurrence of traffic acci- 


no protection to the pedestrian when he is run down. 
A truck which runs wild will do no less damage to 
property because a Negro is at the wheel. 

The attitude of insurance companies generally 
is that Negroes are not good risks for public liability 
and property damage insurance. Yet many Negroes 
are excellent drivers. Many are regularly employed 
as chauffeurs of persons who have a scrupulous 
regard for safety. The Negro truck driver is a 
common sight. Obviously, many employers do not 
share the doubt of insurance companies. | 

Fortunately for the protection of users of streets 
and highways, Director Ernest Palmer of the IIIi- 
nois Insurance Department has called for “relief” 
in the name of the public. In a letter to all com- 
panies writing automobile insurance, he proposes 
that they voluntarily “create some pooling arrange- 
ment for taking care of this business.” 

As Mr. Palmer goes on to point out, there was 
a time when insurance companies would not write 
workmen’s compensation insurance. Yet the enact- 
ment of workmen’s compensation statutes made such 
insurance a necessity, and the companies at length 
solved the problem by joint action. 

But whether ‘liability insurance for Negro drivers |. 
is provided through individual companies, through 
a pooling of such risks by the companies, or by 
some means outside the present commercial facili- 
ties, a way to insure Negro drivers must be found. 

Negro drivers have the same right as white drivers 
to protect themselves and victims in their accidents, 
The new financial responsibility and truck regula- 
tion laws, such as those in Illinois, impose require- 
ments which Negroes must be enabled to meet. 
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Field Marshal Goering has commandeered all the 
bells in Germany. Now it can’t be tolled. 
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EMPTY PEACE REPORTS. 
The winds of war and peace are highly changeable 
as they blow across the Continent. One day, a 
“neace offensive” is getting under way, with the 
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ANOTHER BUILDING RACKET 
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Fascist dictators huddled in conference, the American 
special envoy waiting on the sidelines, an 11-point 
peace program rumored. Next day, all the capitals 
deny peace overtures are in the air, with a touch 
of fuming indignation, as if it were national dis- 
honor to contemplate ending the war. 

If the peace hints and the 11 Nazi points were a 
trial balloon, they had one of the shortest flights on 
record. The controlled Rome press now repudiates 
any thought of mediation by Italy. Berlin says Hit- 
ler’s speech of Oct. 6, when he sought to end the war 
on the basis of the accomplished fact of Polish con- 
quest, was his last peace offer. Prime Minister 
Chamberlain asserts Britain will fight on doggedly 
to attain the “moral peace” described by President 
Roosevelt in his address last Saturday. Paris de- 
clares no compromise peace can be considered, that 
victory and guarantees of security remain the goal. 
Sumner Welles denies he had any traffic with peace 
terms. The White House sums everything up with a 
statement that the peace reports “would appear to be 
very empty.” 

So the wind today is blowing toward continued 
war, toward a long deadlock of two impenetrable 
fighting lines, toward want and hunger and crushing 
taxes, or the sudden onslaught on land, sea and sky 
threatened by spring’s arrival. Europe is proving 
again that it is easier to start a war than to-stop one. 
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Ex-Boss Tom is paying his way out at 49 cents on 
the dollar. 

BOTH BUYER AND SELLER BENEFIT. 

Before Congress becomes too disturbed over the 
sale of some of the later models of our war planes 
to France and England, it would be well to pause 
for a moment and try to see just how these sales 
fit into the general pattern of our foreign policy. 

President Roosevelt has told the American people 
that the administration will do all within its power 
to stay out of the war. He has made it clear that the 
Government is seeking to do all that it can, within 
the framework of neutrality, to aid the Allies, In 
these two aims, he has popular support. 

So,.in the sale of planes, anti-aircraft guns, anti- 
tank guns and similar weapons, there are only two 
questions to be asked. First, are the sales a violation 
of neutrality? Second, do the sales weaken our own 
powers of defense? 

There has been no charge from any responsible 
quarter that the sale of the planes and defense weap- 
ons violates international law. We are at liberty to 
sell the Allies anything, including even our boasted 
bomb-sighting device, if we wish. 

As to the effect on our defense powers, the time ele- 
ment is important, Unless we suddenly abandon our 
policy of continental defense and allow ourselves 
to become involved in war in the other hemisphere, 
there is practically no chance that we will need to 
use our present models of planes and defense weap- 
ons until these are so old as to be out of date. 

The War and Navy departments state that they 
have safeguarded themselves by following the rule 
that no model of plane is released until an improved 
model is in process of manufacture, This rule seems 
to be protection enough. 

We can afford to go to certain lengths to accom- 
modate the Allies on plane orders. For only by large 
foreign orders will we be likely to raise our ca-

Such a finding would be to strike down 
at one blow the whole principle of press 
freedom, so far as concerns its wholesome 
and useful function of keeping the public 
informed on the conduct of the judicial 
branch of government. 


COURTS AND HONEST CRITICISM.

N the opinion of the St. Louis Star-Times, 

the St. Louis Post-Dispatch is defending 
more than itself; it is defending freedom of 
the press, in the case growing out of cita- 
tion of the Pulitzer Publishing Co. and three 
of its employes for contempt in Circuit 
Judge Thomas J. Rowe’s court. 

It is of more importance that sincere criti- 
cism be made than that criticism be always 
sufficiently conservative to be considered by 
all perfectly informed observers wholly fair. 

The Jeffersonian theory as to the relative 
importance of free speech and government 
applies nowhere more clearly than to exer- 
cise of the right of free speech in discussing 
acts of courts. i 

Few newspapers, it may be assumed rea- 
sonably, criticise any court malignantly or 
thoughtlessly, When a newspaper assails a 
court, it is because it believes that in the 
discharge of its duty to the public it is 
obliged to undertake a distasteful task. 
Courts are as important to newspapers as 
they are to any citizen. 

Newspapers all over the United States 
will be interested observers of the St. Louis 
case, not because they consider courts light- 
ly, but because they realize the extreme im- 
portance of protection of freedom of utter- 
ance from any impingement which would 
threaten the soundness of the foundations 
of democratic government.

S a reward, presumably, for 

reporting scandalous conditions 

in an army hospital at Camp 
Doniphan, where her son, Lieut. 
Roy Winzenburg lay wounded early 
in the World War, his mother, Mrs. 
Roy A. Winzenburg, was permitted 
to live in array hospitals near him 
until he succumbed four years 
later. So far as anyone seems to 
know, she is the only woman rela- 
tive ever to be awarded that privi- 
lege, however many a mother or 
wife may have craved the oppor- 
tunity to attend her own stricken 
soldier. 


It must have been a snappy let- 
ter Mrs. Winzenburg wrote to the 
War Department back in 1917 tell- 
ing of crude facilities, lack of com- 
mon decencies, lack of nursing care 
in the hospital at Doniphan. it 
brought Gen, Gorgas himself 
to investigate. Two army doctors 
were courtmartialed and cashiered 
and a new order of things came 
of the investigation. Among Mrs. 
Winzenburg’s complaints was that 
there were no trained nurses, no 
women nurses at all, to attend 
the patients who were increasing 
rapidly on account of the influenza 
epidemic. 

Therefore, she stated she had 
moved into her son’s room and in- 
tended to stay there. Other com- 
plaints were that there were no 
bed linens and blankets. She had 
bought these supplies for her own 
son, others in poorer circumstances 
or far from home, had to do with- 
out. She had to guard her sup- 
plies from being stolen and who 
could blame conscientious doctors 
and orderlies for poaching when 
so Many were in need? 


Lieut. Winzenburg, of St. Louis’ 
own regiment, the 138th Infantry, 
was the first casualty among Mis- 
souri officers in the war. His 
wound, accidental, at the hands 
of a rookie investigating the mys- 
teries of his newly acquired rifle, 
was a horrible one. It was a mar- 
vel that he did not die at once. 
Eventually he underwent 27 major 
operations, 37 altogether. That he 
continued to live for four years 
was attributed to the constant 
vigilance and care of his mother. 
Gen. Pershing himself called on 
the famous invalid when he had 
been transferred to Walter Reed 
Hospital and personally praised the 
mother. 

Having once moved into an army 
hospital and announced her inten- 
tion of staying there against all the 
rules and regulations, a strange 
thing is that her residence never 
was interferred with. Her son was 
moved to four different army hos- 
pitals, spending the final 25 months 
of life at the hospital here. Every- 
where they moved an order pre- 
ceded that Mrs. Winzenburg was 
t. be admitted with her son. She 
never knew just where the order 
came from but accommodations 
were provided for her without any 
question. Perhaps it was because 
she had come to know so well how 
to adapt herself to hospital rou- 
tine and make herself a helpful 
rather than a disturbing factor. 

Today, at 73, Mrs. Winzenburg is

the same peppy little personality and 
retains an active and understand- 
ing ‘interest in the welfare of vet- 
erans in hospitals. For 10 years 
she has been vice-chairman of the 
Gray Ladies, the volunteer visiting 
committee sponsored by the Red 
Cross at Veteran’s Hospital here. 
They are women, many of them 
Gold Star mothers like Mrs. Win- 
zenburg, who, dressed in a gray 
Red Cross uniform with a gray 
veil, go through the hospital offer- 
ing to patients little personal serv- 
ices not within the duties of regular 
employes. They distribute maga- 
zines and books. such as the men 
like although they may not always 
be the higher class ones provided 
by the hospital library. They wit- 
ness legal papers and indorse 
checks which employes of the hos- 
pital are not allowed to do. 
0 
HEY supply cigarettes and play- 
T ine cards not included in hospi- 
tal budgets. They supplement 
the work of occupational therapists 
and entertainment features of the 
regular recreation director. They 
officiate once every week at lotto 
games in which ambulatory patients 
can take part in the recreation hall. 
They write letters, make telephone 
calls, report to relatives on patients’ 
conditions, do shopping and any 
other errants requested by patients. 
Every day except Saturday and 
Sunday .when usually there is an 
excess of visitors, two Gray La- 
dies, and only two, go through the 
wards offering these services. They 
never fail, nor have they in 20 
years. This year the Gray Ladies 
organization is celebrating its 
twentieth anniversary. 
On the hottest day of the record 


hot summer of 1936, two Gray La- 
dies were greeted with the shout 
of a patient, “I win my bet.“ Some- 
body had bet him that with the 
temperature 110 in the shade the 
Gray Ladies wouldn't show up. 
But they did. No patient would be 
so foolish as to make such a bet 
now. Not even on the iciest days of 
this exceptional winter did the 
Gray Ladies fail to make the long 
drive down beyond Jefferson Bar- 
racks, 


It is the sort of service a great 
many women would be glad to ren- 
der, especially to men to whom they 
are related, only in that case a 
great many of the average of 500 
patients would be neglected for they 
come from over a wide territory, 
far removed from their own 
womenfolk. Just after the war 
when the Gray Ladies were first 
organized here by Miss Bertha and 
Miss Isabelle Skinker, sisters of 
Capt. Alex Skinker who was killed 
in the Argonne battle as so many 
St. Louisans were, there was. a rush 
to join the Gray Ladies, patterned 
after a service started at Walter 
Reed hospital. Membership was 
not limited and Gray Ladies used 
to descend on the Veterans’ Hospi- 
tal in swarms once a week. They 
were volunteers, unregulated, unre- 
strained and truth to tell became a 
complicating problem to the hospi- 
tal 


It could be a useful service if 
regulated with discretion, if impar- 
tial and objective rather than per- 
sonalized and in co-operation with 
doctors’ orders. About 10 years 
ago the army medical corps and 
the Red Cross got together on it. 
This is where Mrs. Winzenburg 
really comes into the picture. She
